Anchorage Postoffice, one c 
the second class rank, joined th 
Louisville office, Tuesday in be 
ginning the registration an 
finger-printing of aliens in Jei 
ferson County. 

This process here is begun 
simultaneously with other offices 
over the Nation of first and sec- 
ond class rank and as well as a 
offices in county seats irrespective 
of their rank and the work i: 
expected to be completed by De- 
cember 26 of this year. 

There is an estimated 6,000 
aliens in Kentucky with 2,500 of 
this number centered in Louis- 
ville. The Nation hopes to round 
up its foreign population within 
these four months, after which 
time it is expected there will be 
little of this work necessary since, 
beginning Tuesday, every alien 
seeking admission into this coun- 
try must be registered and finger- 
printed abroad. 

According to Postmaster Rid- 
dell, of Louisville, aliens unable 
to speak English must provide 
their own interpreter. He fur- 
ther advises that law abiding 
aliens have nothing whatever to 
fear from the registration which 
is merely a matter of routine, but 
one that is imperative in danger- 
ous times such as the country is 
experiencing at present.

In Population in Jefferson 

Additional statistics released 
Friday from the Census Bureau 
indicate that only fourteen Ken- 
tucky Counties had population 
losses since the last census, 10 
years ago.

NEW ESCHEAT LAW 

The new escheat law passed by 
the General Assembly of Ken- 
tucky became effective on June 
12. 1940. 

It is known as Chapter 44, sec- 
tion 1605-a to 1623, inclusive, of 
the Kentucky Statutes and pro- 
vides that "That part of estates oi 
property having a situs in this 
Commonwealth, not disposed of

adequate water supply with modern facilities. This tendency 
will doubtless increase since provision has been made by the 
Legislature for legally constituted water districts, such as can 
operate under the law, to supply water for both private and 
public use. 

Financing a community water system, especially during 
its construction period, is no small matter. To put such a 
project on a sound, substantial basis without overburdening 
property owners and consumers necessitates employing a 
careful procedure and the solving of more or less intricate 
problems, depending somewhat on the initial situation and 
the attitude of the local populace. 

As implied above, there are various ways and means of 
obtaining running water in a community and of financing 
the distributing system. Choosing the one best suited to the 
local situation calls for exper- 
ience and technical knowledge, 
as well as an understanding of 
local conditions with which 
the sponsors are to deal. 

There are professional pro- 
moters, always, ready to offer 
their services to those interest- 
ed in securing the water sup- 
ply. They are capable of ren- 
dering definite aid depending, 
of course, upon their actual ex- 
perience, natural ability and 
integrity. It is usually wise to 
seek outside information, from 
reliable sources, when under- 1 
taking to obtain a satisfactory 
water supply system in a com- 
munity unaccustomed to the 
advantages of such a public as- 
set. The source of information 
and the choosing of advisors, 
however, is a matter of no lit- 
tle importance. 

In this area the source of the 
water supply and the basis up 
on which It is contracted for 
and obtained presents a rather 
common problem to the va- 
rious communities concerned.

One day, recently, I had occasion to sit in the car along 
of Louisville's downtown streets for over an hour, waiting 
for someone. Opposite was a vacant store, the windows of 
which were placarded with signs advocating selling "surplus" 
destroyers to England and calling attention to Gen. Pershing's 
advocacy of that course. In the entrance of the store sat a 
comely young woman and spread before her on a table was a 
petition to Congress which she was inviting passersby to sign. 

Of the people who passed on the sidewalk, about four out 
of five didn't appear to notice the signs and petition solicitor. 
Again four out of five who did read the signs passed on with- 
out affixing their signatures to the paper. One man came up 
and began an argument with the young woman. For some 
moments I saw them trying to win their points— though I was 
not close enough to hear the debate. Presently the man went 
off, looking very well satisfied, while the woman seemed 
rather discomfited and irritated, so I judged that the man 
won — evidently the woman wasn't his wife! 

The ten percent, let us say, of passersby who signed the 
petition to send the destroyers to England numbered a sus- 
piciously large quota of rather soft-looking elderly men— you 
will remember that the young woman in charge was not hard 
to look at! It all boils down to this:— the petition did not 
meet with really intelligent approval of except two or three 
percent of the sidewalk pounders. Nothing like the senti- 
ment which a popular cause would register. 

People in this country are not in favor of Hitler; they 
don't wish to see England destroyed, and yet they are wary 
of anything which looks like a step in the direction of war. 
They feel and rightly so, that giving those who wish to dabble 
in European affairs an inch might cause them to take an ell. 
Frankly, they do not trust a power-mad leadership not to in- 
volve us in war for the sake of mere political expediency. 
They have seen the "anything to win" politicians debauch the 
electorate to such an extent that the Hatch Act became a

The advantages offered by rail- 
road and super-highway services 
were mentioned by the expert 
and he complimented the Valley 
High School building and pointed 
out locations that in his opinion 
should be definitely designated for 
specific uses. 

"It really seems incredible to 
me," said Mr. Liston, "that others 
have not been impressed : 

Of course, it is likely that 
even without planning a certain 
development will begin very soon 
However, there is a great differ- 
ence between intelligent, guided 
planning and haphazard growth." 

When asked to estimate the 
probable extent of such planning, 
the expert declared he was no 
prophet, but that off-hand he 
would suggest that provisions 
should be made for a town of 
5,000, with a possible expansion 
to double that number. 

"It would depend, of course, on 
the amount of cooperation from 
property owners and much com- 
mon sense effort. Mind you. 1 
said it could be done, but- I I til I 
wonder why it has not alreidy 
been started."

SKILLED AIRCRAFT WORKERS 

| The Manager of the Sixth U. S. 
Civil Service District Office in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, has announced 
that there is a scarcity of appli- 
cants for certain highly skilled 
and technical occupants in the Air 
Corps at Wright Field, Dayton, 
Ohio. He explained that this is 
an unusual condition that has 
arisen because of the expansion 
of military agencies in connec- 
tion with the nation's prepared- 
ness program. He emphasized, 
however, that only persons with 
technical training in certain lines 
are needed; there is no shortage 
of clerical workers, laborers, or 
workmen experienced in the more 
common types of trades and 
skilled work.

Test Shows Corn-Fed 
Lambs Most Profitable 

Corn-fed lambs gained as fast 
on slightly less feed and at lower 
cost than lambs fed a grain mix- 
ture, in a test at the Kentucky 
Agriculture Experiment Station. 
Thirty bred yearling Western 
ewes were divided into two equal 
lots and fed identical amounts of 
alfalfa hay and shelled corn plus 
what grazing they could get from 
a mediocre stand of bluegrass. 

The lambs from one lot wi 
creep-fed cracked corn, the grain 
being kept before them all the 
time. The other lot was self-fed 
a mixture of 6 parte of cracked 
corn, 3 parts of rolled oats and 



meal Part °' pe "- sized oi 
The corn-fed lambs finished at 
much lower cost, and just as fast 
as the group getting the mixture. 
There was no significant differ- 
ence in the finish.

ORGANIZATION HELPS 

IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM 

Lacking organization through 
which farm people could work 
co-operatively, the Morgan Coun- 
ty Farm and Home Improvement 
Association was formed in East- 
ern Kentucky. Each community 
in the county has a council, the 
chairmen of which make up the 
County Council. 

Membership of the county or- 
ganization, now several hundred 
is made up of "every citizen of 
the county who desires to hava a 
part in the improvement of the 
farms and homes of the county 
and who is willing to co-operate 
with others in obtaining these 
geals," says the constitution.

FLOWERING BULBS 

SET IN SEPTEMBER 

September is the month to 
plant the "flowering bulbs" such 
as tulips and narcissus. They are 
lovely to look at, and flower be- 
fore most other plants have ever 
begun to bloom. They may be 
started in a separate bed, oi 
grouped in with other plants, ad- 
vises N. R. Elliott of the Ken- 
tucky College of Agriculture. 
Use reasonably fertile soil, in a 
well-drained area where there Is 
plenty of sunshine. Recommended 
tulip varieties are Clara Butt, 
Pride of Haarlem, Moonlight and 
Faust.

The Future Farmers of America 
is an organization by and for boys 
studying vocational agriculture In 
hmh school. Not long after the 
Smith-HuHhcs Act was passed in 
1917. the boys began to organize 
agriculture clubs. These clubs 
were known by many names such 
as "Young Farmers," "Junior 
Aggies." etc. In 1926 Virginia set 
up B State organization of agri- 
culture boys known as Future 
Farmers of Virginia. This name 
stuck with the organization and 
in 1928 a national organizatioi 
was formed and its growth has 
■ been steady and rapid until today 
j it is one of the greatest youth 
! organizations in the world. 
[ The Future Farmers of Amer- 
ica is from top to bottom a boy's 
organization. Each local unit Is 
known as a chapter. Each local 
chapter has its own constitution 
and by-laws, its own officers, and 
sets up its own program of activi- 
ties for the year. The State asso. 
ciation is an organization of all 
the local chapters throughout the 
State and is run on the san 
principles as the local chapters. 

At the present time there are 
more than 8,000 chapters with a 
membership of approximately 
250,000 boys, in the United States 
Hawaii and Porto Rico. 

One of the important purposes 
of the Future Farmers' organiza- 
tion in connection with the schoo* 
work is to train for leadership.

The ends of the "tent" 
hould be of timber, sheeted, and 
covered with roofing paper, or 
with tin. Entrance to the "cave" 
is by a ladder, placed just within 
a door in either end of the "tent."
